This is a first Office action on the merits for application serial number 1 0/600,604 
filed 06/23/03. Claims 1-9 are pending. 

2. The examiner acknowledges receipt of the IDS filed 09/1 1/03 and receipt of the 
supplemental IDS filed 03/08/04. Initialed copies of the 1449 forms are attached. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the 
specification incorrectly identifies patent numbers 5,368,057, 4,186,507 and 3,874,398 
as being Canadian Patents. The patents listed on the 1449 form with corresponding 
patent numbers are U.S. patents. The specification further misidentifies U.S. Patent 
3,155,427 as 3,155,425. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: shoulder straps 64. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the 
page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing 
figures.
